Practical 
teaching, Mr. Ralphs said; was the 
disbeulty, and his proposal was 
that a class of sehcolboys should 
be formed as was done in con- 
nection with vernacolar classes, 
to consist ef 20 boys, who knew 
some Chinese and were ready and 
anxicus to learn English. They 
wotld faam English from the be- 
ginning, taught, under Mr. Handy- 
aide’4 instruction, by the student 
teachers. After the boys had 
gone, the students would discuss 
the work done and przpare the 
next lessor. 

Flogging a Dead Horse. 

Mr. Mackintesh: IT hope we 
are flogging a dead horse. 
does seem tn me perfectly absurd 
to go on with this norreal teach- 
ing in the Technical Institute. 
If we have tv vo on fer any length 
of time the result will be that we 
are turning cut.different grades 
of Government hall-marked 
teachers:—24 carat. 16 carat, and 
a very poor carat schoolmaster. 
I cannct. see what we are going 
to gain by fhat. The University 
is turning out Government trained 
teachers I say Government train- 
ed because they are trained at the 
expense of the Government. They 
have had training for four years 
ander 2 staff considerably bigger 
than one, and they go cut into the 
world to earn their bread. -The 
Government, at the moment, is 
able to employ them but I am not 
clear for how many years itwill 
be able te do sa. 

The Chairman: <A large num- 
ofr are not Government pupils at 
all in the Grans Schools. 

Mr. Mackintosh: I appreciate 
that but it does not alter my mind. 
You have got to make up your 
mind cne day how many Chinese 
and foreignsras you are going 
to employ in your schools. If you 
are going to train Chinese schcol- 
masters you must find ’ employ- 
ment for them in the schools of 
the Colony, and you must see that 
as far as possible they are oo 
much the same level of training. 
I thought this Technical Institute 
was dead long ago. It is training 
teachers who will be able to sell 
their goods. at the cheaper rate 
than the graduate. The graduate 
does demand a bigger salary and 
your technically trained stadent 
is able to undersell him. I sup- 
Pert the Chairman’s suggestion 
that these teachers shouid not be 
given any training in class teach- 
ing at the.Institute- because in-a 
few sears they will be displaced 
by more highly trained teachers. 
In the meantime it is the obvicas 
duty of the headmasters to 
them that teaching. The head 
masters do very Httle teaching 
themselves. It is remarkable wat 
an easy time they appear to hav 
——to a layman who, like m 
ges round inspecting once a year. 
One asks for their timetable, 
we will draw a veil over the reply. 
It.ia the duty of the headmasters 
to go tn the classes being coun- 
ducted by these untrained men and 
watch them and-show them how 
to teach. The headmaster: will 
have very much better results 
when they do that than any ene 
single man instructing the st 
teachers with made-up clas: 
work upon, 

Grossly Unfair to the Student 

{ suggest we ought to cut this 
out altogether: becaure the thing 
will disappear as you get gra- 
duated teachers far whom you 
must be able to provide empiuy- 
ment, and the only way is by 
refusing to aliow the untrained 
teacher to teach in any of your 
schools. “I dent agree if you say 
it is a hardship on grant-in-aid 
schools: it is a much worse hard- 
ship on the victim, the boy who 
ia not getting'a proper. education, 
but a second or third rate one 
because we allow some. badly 
trained teachers to teach ‘them. 
That responsibility is oura, and 
it is a very grave one, 1 came 
here prepared to suggest that thé 
whole of the Technical. Institute 
disappear but the Chairman tells 
me I should not be iniorder;.” -:

At any 
rate there is no prospect cf the 
Grant schoo} having sufficient 
graduated teachers to enable them

and so for years, shall we say, we 
shall have to supplement staffs 
with untrained teachers and 
make the best of the material t< 
our hands. The question really 
before us is whether part of this 
training should be dome at the 
Technical Institute or, at the 
school to which the student 
teacher is attached. The idea cf 
dropping the valuable work of the 
Technical Institute is out of the 
question, We ‘have extremely 
good Chinese schoolmasters in 
the Col:ny and that is the train- 
ing they have had. No doubt. if 
we had had them trained at the 
University they would have beer 
more capable still. Mr., Ralphs 
proposea to get together a scratch 
class; Mr. Handyside could 
readily object ta such a class that 
it would assemble at long inter- 
vals.

TANGLES, OVER JAPANESE 
LOANS TO CHINA. 


100,000,000 for Northern 
Development Cutstanding.. 


Takyo, July 25. 

Yesterday. a meeting was held 
at the Finance Department, at 
which Mr. Nishino, Vice-Minister 
of Finance, Mfr. Ono, Vice-Pres- 
idem of the Industrial Bank, Dr. 
Minobe, President of the Bank of 
Chosen, and Mr. Nakagews, Pres- 
ident of the Bank ot Taiwan, 
wete present. The subject was 
the readjustment of what is 
known as the Nishihara loans 
made to Chins during” the 
Terazuchi Ministry. 


Tbe loans totalled ¥.100,0.0,000, 
including thoge on various rail- 
ways in Maochuriaand Mongolia, 
as well’ as those intended for the 
development of mines and. forests 
in Amur and Kirin provinces. The 
loans were made to China by the 
three banks, under guarantee of 
the Japanese Government. 

According to the contracts, 
thé Chinese Government is to 
refund Y.50,000,000 of the loans 
in July, 1923, and the remaining 

(50,000,000 in 1924. “So far, 
however, it_has nobpaid even any 
part of the interest, which 
amounts to ¥.7,500,000 annually 
and it has had to be paid by the 

anks. 

At yesterday's meeting, the fol- 
‘lowing three plans were suggest- 
ed for re-adjustment : 

(1) New loans to be raised for 
re-adjustment of the old loans : 


(2) The old toans to be re-adjust- 
ed by means of renewals; 


(3) A fondsmentel ro-adjust- 
ment to be effected by raising 
China’s Customs tariff. 

The first pian was rejected, as 
contrary to the policy of 
retrenchment by Government. 
The second was found well-nigh 
impracticable, since China is ua- 
abl6 even to pay interest on the 
existing loans. As to the third 
plan, it. was felt that there are 
many difficulties to be overcome 
before it may be made practicable.

SIR PAUL CHATER'S 
VISION.

Tha vision of this Colony asa 
big industrial centre, the home of 
busy foundries and gigantic steel 
works, again comes into view as 
aresult of the statements made 
by Sir Pan] Chater toa Lonton 
interviewer concerning his hopes 
in Chis directior. Sir Paul states 
that bis visit to England is con- 
nected with the derelopment of 
coal mining in China, regarding 
which be is optimistic, once the 
country settles down to quieter 
conditions. It has long been re- 


‘Jcognised that it orly needs an 


adequate and constant supply of 
coal to make Hongkong -the big- 
gest shipbuilding and iodustrial 
centre in the Far East. The 
coal is known tobe near at band 
in the adjacent ‘province of 
Ewangtung, and maoy have been 
the atlempts made to render it 
aveilsble-in-sufficient quantities 
to make possible a realisation of 
this dream. Unhappily, however, 
the path of the concession-seeker 
has been liberally strewn with 
obstacles in ihe past. The same 
experience of official “squeeze,” 
Tlegal taxation and cpem opposi- 
tion haz been “encountered by 
foreign and Chinese enterprises 
alike, vatil one after another the 
ould-beconcésstonairéa ba’ 
been forced to abandon projects 
into which they were prepared to 
sink considerable sums of money. 
In addition to these -deterriag 
factors, the province has been 
intermittently thrown into con- 
fasion and chaos ag: a result 
of upheavals such as that 
which is at present paralysing 
the commercial and industrial 
life of the whole of South 
China. Provided peace could be 
assured'and a disposition shown 
by Chinese officials to encourage 
mining ‘development, ample 
money could no doubt’ be found 
to exploit the mineral recources 
of Kwangtoog on a large scale, 
but there is no: evidence at the 
moment to support the belief 
that existing drawbacks will dis- 
appear in. the near future. Sir 
Paul is ‘evidently desirous of 
securing the co-operation ‘of big 
interesta at Homa in ceal-mining 
ventures in South Obins, and he 


future of Tongkong, the sincerity 
of which he has demonstrated by 
choosing to spend his wealth ip 
the place where ho has mado it. 
Te has not all been gain to him, 
either, and if he bas won much, 
be Has risked more. It is to his 
breadth of: outlook and amazing 
foresight‘ that ‘much of tha 
davelopment of Hongkong is due. 
Whether, with conditions ss they 
are, he -will be able‘to interest 
othars in'cos} mining io China 
land, if so, will later succeed 
(where others have failed) in get- 
ting Ewangtong really opened 
up—these.ara matters upon which 
we have. our. donbts.

The French Proposal. 
Contrary to the familier cir 
cumlocution, the committee - of 
Finance Micisters gat to work with 
such promptitude that their repart 
respecting the French Premier's 
proposal, or at least a forecast 
of it, was available for publica- 
tian here at the same time as 
yesterday's editorial comment 
upon the opening proceedings, 
in which we indulged in a 
surmise ss to what the pro 
poss] embodied. Apparently this 
contains the features to which we 
referred as having been already 
proposed by the inspired French 
Press, plus one or two others. It 
also appears that the majority of 
the committee sre against the 
French scheme, which. #9 cabled, 
comprises the establiskment of 
a Customs department and the 
imposition of: tion in the 
vecupied area, the seizure of mines 
and forests, andthe allocation ofs 
share of the profits of German 
industrial concerns. -At the firs: 
view, it looks as if there is some- 
thing to be said for this pro- 
gramme. Mr*Lioyd George, on 
the previous day, put forward the 
test of "what the measures were 
Kkely to produce.” The Freoch 
representatives are reported as 
estimatiog that they wauld pro- 
duce three to four hundred miltion 
sold marks. That is not one- 
thistieth of the reparations total, 
sebitis a substantial corsidera- 
tion. Presumably the rejection 
of che measores is dua to the 
anticipation of “their political 
and moral effects,” of which the 
committee make a psiat, end to 
their being in some degree cover- 
ed. by the conditions already 
imgosed by the Committee of 
Guarantees. It is rather sur- 
prising to find the committee of 
Fioance Ministers tarning down 
tbe French scheme: thus som- 
marily, and it must’ke inferred 
that they possess more knowledge 
of the position than .bas been 
made public. Perhaps an excep- 
tion will be made in respect of 
fivect collection of the tex on 
German exports, as the present 
system appears to allow of some 
leakage. ~The French Finarce 
Ministar, it is of some significance 
3 di end the com- 
mittee's later meeting. What hes 
transpired so far is mostly of a 
negative character. Wo must 
still wait aud see.—As- will be 
seen from the cables on page 1, 
later messages indicate that a 
critical situation has developed.

The 
countryside ha» been laid waste 
for niles ead it will take some 


weeksto ascertain anything like 
an approxjmate estimate of the 
death roll or of the value of the 


damage inflicted. - an

Meanwhile, ian Swatow itself, 
we learn, conditions are gettin, 
bsck to the tolereble. The work 
of collecting and burying the 
dead is proceeding as fast 
as possible, the ‘debris aod 
rubbish which obstructed com- 
munication to outlying parts of 
the town are being removed, tho 
water supply is improving and, 
witb the arrival of food supplies 
froma Hongkong, the plight of the 
populace is very much lessened to 
what it was.
